1984 International DX Convention

Ov'ers from all over spent the weekend of 14-15 April at the Holiday Inn in Visalia, California. Each year aore and pore 
Dx’ers begin arriving early Friday afternoon for infor@al gatherings that run into the formal DX activities. This year’s 
convention was hosted by the Southern California DX Club, with Frank Cuevas, WOAOA, as Chairaan. 


This was truly an international affair, where Dx’ers from afar included Chito Intanar, DUICK of the recent 1SICK DXpedition te 
Spratly Islands); Nana Ihara, JIiVLY (also SZ4NN}; Gopal VU2GDE (of VU7WCY DXpedition to the Laccadive Islands}; Julius 
Liebernan, ZS6AF; Kan Wizoguchi, JASBK; Yasui Miyazawa, JHIAJT; Ted Tanaka, JHSIGX; Mario Gallavotti, IOMGM (of 1AOKH fame}; 
Marti Caine, OH2BH; Katashi Nose, KHbIJ; Kurt Bindshedler, HB9H%; Albert Hueller, HBIBGN; plus a horde of our Canadian 
neighbors from the Vancouver area, who really enjoyed the California sunshine that weekend, 


The convention was also popular with DX editors, Along with Worldradio’s DX Editor (HéJH), we had Hugh Cassidy, WASAUD, of COs 
Chod Harris, VP2ML, of 73, Harvey McCoy, W2IYX, of The Long island DX Bulletins Bob Winn, WSKNE, of ORZ DX; day and Jar 
O'Brien, W450 and KOHHD, of the WAGO/KOHHD List, and Albert Mueller, HB9BEN, of a European DY publication. 


The Friday evening Cocktail Party was another reason for the many early arrivals. Here the deserving DX’ers exchanged “eyebal! 
Q50’s with each other, many who have not been together since the last convention. Following the bash, the DX’ers took off for 
a local eatery of their choice, 


DX Contest Forum 


The first of the series of seminars was the DX Contest Forua, chaired by Dick Norton, N2AA. Dick introduced Larry Tyree, NoTR, 
a member of the ARRL Contest Advisory Committee, who discussed what was happening within their committee, One major subject 
was the Contest Code of Ethics, but the coamittee felt this was something that really was not needed. Any other comsents were 
delayed until an informal get-to-gether at the Contest Suite, following the Saturday evening banquet. This reporter was not 
invited, so we cannot infore you what happened, 


The forus was then thrown open for discussion with questions from the floor, There was interest concerning the CO World Wide 
DX Contest that was held on a holiday weekend in Noveaber, As this is the CW weekend, there was an inequity concerning the 
October S5B contest where no holiday weekend occurs. 


Tom Hoyne, NéNI, prepared a petition to have the two contests held on alternate weekends every year. (i.e., the SSB contest 
would be in October the first year, November the next year, and again in October the third year}. A straw vote was teken where 
aost were in favor of such a proposal. 


There are four major contests in a five-week period., beginning with the World Wide Contest in November. It was suggested to 
aove the November Sweepstakes to a tine where propagation for DX was not as good. It was brought up that the Sweepstakes had 
been held in November for many years and long before the OX Contests. A poll was taken where most wanted to see the 
Sweenstakes remain as is. 


Other comments and gripes froo the floor included things such as duplicate contacts with aulti-operator stations and how to 
eliminate this, and stateside stations calling CG in the DX tests, leaving no free space to hear DX stations, 


Another cosplaint was the failure of DX stations to sign their call after each contact. This, of course, brought out auch 
conment fron the floor. Although some OX stations always sign their call after each contact, it was felt that this wasn’t 
required that frequently, In all reality, this probleo can never be solved in a DX contest forua. 


Dick Norton, NéAA, then narrated a slide presentation of how he operates continuously for 48 hours in a DX contest. Dick heads 
for Trinidad where he is a quest operator at 9Y4VT, The first thing Dick does is rearrange the station for heavy duty contest 
operating. Such changes include placing the aeplitier right next to the air-conditioner so that the coo) air blows directly on 
the aeplifier and not on Dicky placing the sicrophone on a box so he doesn’t have to lean over; and placing T-shirts on the 
table where his arms will rest, (Reseaber, he is at this position for 48 hours soving his aras back and forth.) 
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Dick doesn’t take tine out for meals and has soup brought to his, Near the end of the contest, Dick drinks such coffee, The — 
first year he didn’t and fell asleep (he didn’t even know it and wondered how he had sissed several minutes tiae. He 
discovered this from the tape recorder he uses during contests.) When asked about his other body functions, he remarked that 
the bathrooa was in the next roog, and he turned on the automatic CO machine. (of course, aany wondered why he called CO for 
such a long tine.) Dick consented that his tongue was raw after talking such a long tise, so he had to modify his speech 
habits with such as "five nine" and 9Y4"Vicker Tango’, 


This approach of Dick’s has worked well for hie. Check the results each year in CO and see who is at the top. 
Code Copy Contest 


For the last several conventions, Jia Neiger, N&TJ, has given his code copying contest. This is not the noraal code copying 
test, but a test of your ability to copy as many of the DX calls you hear, There were 144 DX call signs sent in a period of 
less than five sinutes. Jim said this was the hardest one yet. He was right, as they were sent at different speeds, different 
tones-aany on top of each other (some stow at one tone right along with some fast ones at different tones), All the calls used 
were fron past DX contests dating back to the 1960's, 


To hear the tape was something else. Hy consents aay sound insulting, but it sounded like a "Chinese Orchestra". I only 
copied seven calls, but then I couldn’t get serious enough to aake an atteopt. The winners were announced at the Sunday 
breakfast. 


BO Meter Extravaganza 


Prior to the lunch break, Steve Orland, ARGAA; Ed Andress, WOKUT; Glenn Rattoan, NONAy and Peter Dalton, WENLZ~*big gua* Dx’ers 
on 80 saeters-presented slides and described their own stations. Also scheduled to appear was Dale Hoppe, KGUA, who could not 
make it as he was out of the country. Often, these DX’ers were accused of hearing “imaginary stations" on this band, as no one 
else heard then. To show that they did hear those stations, Steve played a tape of the various cal) working hia on that band, 


Atter watching these stides with envy, one begins to rethink his 80-aeter position with a plain old inverted Vee. 
DX*ing from the Sovereign Military Order of Malta 


Mario Gallavotti, J0MGM, presented an interesting presentation on the development of SMOM {Sovereign Military Order of Malta} 
station IAOKH, Back in 1980, there was a severe earthquake in that part of Italy, and Hario and several other acateurs 
provided emergency cosaunications which ispressed SHOM officials, who then welcosed Amateur Radio. 


SHOM was foraed in the Ith century and was first located on Rhodes and then later on Malta. In the period 1530 to 1798, SHOM 
was a very powerful nation in the Mediterranean. When the United States was formed, SHOM was offered territory in Pennsylvania 
for their protection of our shipping in the Hediterranean Sea, but it was turned down. 


As operating from SHON was now approved, the next step was to gain DXCC status. Hario said they had everything- stamps, coins, 
passports, legal opinions, etc. After auch delay in DKAC, DYCC status was granted, effective 29 September 1961, Then letters 
froa around the world came in. Soe Honor Roll types were afraid they aight miss it, or didn’t believe it when they heard it. 
Operation fros SMOM is to be limited to a few times a year, the Jatest one being 10-11 March, 


Mario’s talk was supplerented with slides showing SHON. They were taken by Tony Privitera, I01J, (who also took the photo for 
the 1A0KM OSL card), SMOM is located on a hill, Villa Kalta, in Rome, The choice location for the antenna was at the top af 
the hill, of course, but this required dismantling the antenna after each operation. Mario stated that visiting amateurs are 
welcomed to operate from JAOKM, but only if the station is operating at that tine. 

DX Forum 
The DX Forua was run by Jin Rafferty, NORJ, John Lindhols, W1XX, and Bob Thompson, KéSSJ. dia and Bob are aenbers of the DX 


Advisory Comaittee, representing the Southwestern and Pacific ARRL Divisions respectively, where John was from ARRL 
Headquarters in Newington. 


The latest fros the DXAC included such items as not deleting Spratly Island froa OXCC status, (a vote of 14 to 2), allowing 


5 tontacts made on 10 MHz to count for DYEC. The committee also recommended against several items, such as starting DXCC all 
over again, and recommended an expansion of the DX awards progras. In the satter of the Pridilof Islands an granting DXCC 
status, the vote was @ in favor and B against, 


John Lindhola then explained the headquarters’ policy on the accreditation criteria, which is accepted by both the DXAC and 
ARRL headquarters. There are three basic rules: 1) the station aust be properly licensed; 2) the station aust be in the 
country the operator clains to be operating from (is he really there?); 3) most operations are credited without question, 


For DXpeditions and countries where licensing is known to be a problea, such docusents or proof should include: 1) photocopy 
of the license; 2) passport showing entry and exit; 3) islands requiring permission ros the captain. 


The purpose of the above requiresents is to preserve the awards program’s integrity and ensure that Amateur Radio is not 
jepardized. 


John discusssed some additional endorsable DXCC awards, including a new RITY endorsement, effective O1 August 1984, a new 
160-meter endorseaent, with a suggested effective date of 01 Novenber i984, and anew satellite endorsement. for the Jatter, 
LEO (Lon Earth Qrbit) contacts would still be required for the basic award, but endorsements could be sade with OSCAR-10 
contacts, There is also the possibility of single band and/or WARC band DXCC in the future, 


John explained the process of how suggestions were iaplenented, All suggestions go through the DXAC, and from there it goes to 
the awards committee, Fron this point, if approved, it goes to the Comounications Departaent for ieplesentation. The ARRL 
General Manager way reject any of the decisions oade by the cossittees, but must do so publicly. 


DX*ing in the USSR 


One of the best presentations we have seen in a long tine was brought to us by Charles and Jean Shaffer, K7NW and KH7E, The 
Shaffers had traveled some 12,000 ailes through the Soviet Union by rail and air. Their talk was supported by excellent slides 
of the local Soviet life plus those of about 30 radio amateurs they visited during their tour, 


Following the Shaffer presentation was that of the XU1SS operation in Cambodia, narrated by Irv Eeig, NOGC, and the BYSAA and 
BYBAN stations in China by Kan Mizoguchi, JAISK, Kan had also provided the slides for the XUISS operation. Operation at BYBAA 
is a wnique station arrangement, The transaitter and receiver are SOkn apart. The operator at the receiving end calls the 
transmitter site by phone whenever he wants the transmitter turned on or off, or to change frequency. Operating the 
transmitter is over another keying line. 


Cocktail party 


To relax after the day-long seminars, the O%’ers were treated to a cocktail party, that was hosted by Henry Radio, The party 
was held in the outdoor pool area of the Holiday Inn. As the day was one of the first wara days of the year, the ateosphere 
was most enjoyable,

The Naster of Ceremonies was Dave Sel1, WbAD, with Frank Cuevas, SADA, as General Chairaan. Before getting into the progran, 
Frank introduced many of the overseas DX’ers who were attending the convention, Two DXpeditions~ the HKOTU operation on 
Malpelo, by Eduardo Londonc, HK4BHC, and the W7WCY DXpedition to the Laccadive Islands- were the sain subjects of the evening,

Southern California DX Club awarded their meaber, Dave Bell, WOAQ, with that honor, while the honors in the Northern California 
DX Club went to day O'Brien, Wo6D, As Jay received his award, he sentioned that such of the credit should also go to his wife, 
Jan KeHHD, who works closely with hia on DX matters.
